An Act for ſetling of I ay-Stalls preventing ſeveral Inconveniences to Paßengers, and relating 
alſo to the C lean ſing of the Streets and Paſſages within this City and Liberties thereof. 


ÞEREAS by an Att of this pꝛeſent Parliament, Entituled, An Act for the better Paving 
and Cleanſing the Streets and Sewers in and about the City of LONDOMN, 1 appointing, 
ſetting out, and purchafing of Places convenient foz Lap⸗ſtalls, and foꝛ publick Stozes 2 
Materials and Commodities, is veſted in the Baioz, Aldermen, and Commons in Common 
Council allembled; and other Authoꝛities therein mentioned are thereby velted in the Baioz, 
Commonalty , and Citizens of the laid City, to be managed, executed, and done by ſuch 
Perſons as by the ſaid Baioz, Aldermen, and Commons in Common Council allembled, 
(hall be thereunto authozized and appointed, oz by any Seven oz moze of them (being all 
Members of the ſaid Court) and no other Þerſons whatſoever. Be it therefoze Enafed, 
Oꝛdained, and Eſtabliſhed by the Right Honourable the Loꝛd BYaioz, the Right Wozſhipful the 
W Aldermen, and the Commons in thispzeſent Common Council aſſembled, and by the autho⸗ 
— Z | rity of the ſame, and the ſaid Lozd Baioz, Aldermen, and Commons in this pzeſent Common 
5 Council aſſembled do hereby appoint, That the ſeveral Pieces oz Parcels ok Hound here⸗ 
after named, that is to ſay, a Piece oꝛ Parcel of waſte Gzound on the South-ſide of the hither end of Mile- end Green, 
adjoining to the High⸗wap there, extending from the Place called the Fort, to the hither end of the Wall of the Houſe 
and G2ound called the Red Lion; a Piece of Gzound on the TWeſt-ſide ok and contiguous to Dowgare-Dork, now oz 
late in the Poſſeſſion of Job Clark; a Piece oꝛ Parcel of Szound on the Eaſt-ſide of and contiguous to Puddle-Dock, 
now oꝛ late in the Poſſeſſioti of John Cock, and a Piece o2 Parcel of Gzound on the Weſt-fide of and contiguons 
to Wbitefriers-Dock, now oz late in the Tenure oꝛ Polleſſion of Robert Goſling, ſhall be from hencefozth Places foz 
Common Lay-ſtals, to beemployed foz the Publick Uſe and Benefit of this Cityand Liberties thereof, in ſuch manner 
as the Commiſſioners authoꝛized oz to be authozized by this Court acco2ding to the ſaid Act of Parliament, o2 any 
Seven 02 moꝛe of them (hall oꝛder and direff ; and the ſaid Commillioners 02 auy Seven 02 moze of them ſhall by 
7Uarrint under their Hands and Seals direſted to the Chamberlain of this City koꝛ the time being, oꝛder the Payment 
of all ſuch Sums of Yoneyas are 02 ſhall be agreed upon concerning the ſame between the reſpetive Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs of 
the laid Szounds andthe laid Commillioners which Agreements the ſaid Commiſſioners are hereby impowered to per⸗ 
foꝛm and make, and the ſaid Chamberlain fo2 the time being (hall make Payment thereof accoꝛdingly out of the 
Moneys ariſing by the Impoſition upon Coals, accoꝛding to the afozcſaid Af of Parliament, 


And the ſaid Commiſſioners oꝛ any Seven oꝛ more of them are hereby farther authozized, as need (hall require, to 
appoint and ſet out ſuch and ſo many other Parcels of Sꝛound foꝛ common Lay-ſfals, and fqz Publick Stozes foꝛ alt 
ſo2ts of Fuel, and fo2 all ſozts of Materials foz Pitching, Paving, and Cleanſing the Streets, and foꝛ other Commo⸗ 
dities foꝛ Publick Uſe, as from time to time (hall be by them found requiſite and neceſſary; and to make Agreement 
with the Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs of the ſaid G2ounds, and to oꝛder Payment fo2 the ſame in manner as afoꝛeſaid, and the Oꝛder⸗ 
ing and Banaging of the ſaid Places when ſet out and appointed ſhall be in the ſaid Commiſſioners 02 any Seven 02 
moze of them; And that all the P2ofits thereof ſhall be paid unto the Chamberlain of this City foz the time being, 
fo2 the uſe of the Maioz, Commonalty, and Citizens of the ſame, and diſtin Books of Accompts ſhall be kept 
concerning the lame, and the ſaid Profits ſhall be diſpoſed of from time to time, as the ſaid Commiſſioners oꝛ any 
Seven 02 moze of them ſhall appoint to be appꝛoved of by this Court. | 

And be it Enafed by the Authozity afozeſaid; That the ſaid Commillioners oꝛauy Seven oꝛ moze of them (hall from 
hencekoꝛth have Authozity, and are hereby impowered from time to time to ſummon, enquire after, examine, and in 
default of Appearance upon ſuch- Summons oz Submillion to the cenſure 02 judgment of oe ſaid Commillioners 
d2 any Seven oz moze of them, to cauſe to be Jndifed 02 infozmed againſt at the Seſlions of the Peace to be held fox 
this City, all ſuch Perſons as have made and ſhall continue within this City and Liberties thereof any Bulks oz 
Stalls contrary to the ancient Uſage and Cuſtom of this City and ſeperal late Acts of Parliament, oz have made and 
ſhall continue any Stall-Boards above the bzedth allowable by the ſaid antient Uſage and Cuſtom and Aﬀs of Par- 
liament, 02 ſhall ſet Goods and Commodities 02 Baterials fo: Building into the Common Streets and Common 

aſſages within this City oꝛ Liberties thereof, o2 ſhall hang out Goods to the Hindzance 02 Damage of Paſſengers, 02 
their Neighbours Trade, o2 ſtreightning the common Paſſage, oz ſhall thzow out o2 caſt into the Streets, any Dull, 
Soil, oz Rubbiſh, oz ſhall dig any Pits oz Dꝛains, oꝛ otherwiſe intermeddle with the Pavements (without Licence 
from the ſaid Commiſſioners 02 any Seven oꝛ moꝛe of them) which hall tend to the obliructing 02 Annoyance of the 
Mays, Pallages, oꝛ Water-courſes of this City. a 


And turther be it Enatked dy the Authozity afozeſaid, That from hencefozth no Beggars oz Uagrants , Tankard- 
bearers, Poꝛterg, 02 other Proves whatſoever bearing any kind of Burthens on their Heads, Backs, oꝛ Arms, Hozſes, 
oꝛ any kind of Cattel, ſhall be permitted at any time of the day from Sir of the clock in the Hoꝛning, until Nine of the 
clock at Night, to go on, paſs, o be lead upon the flat Pavements in any Street between the Houſes and the Poſts 
adjoining to ye ſaid flat Pavements, except only foz going into the ſaid Houſes direckly croſs the ſaid Pavements, 
under the penalty of five chillings foꝛ every Þozſe oz other kind of Cattel whatſoever, and thee ſhillings four pence 
fo2 every Tankard-bearer, Pozter, and other perſon carrying Burthey as afozeſaid, fo2 every Offence, and the ſaid 
Beggars and Uagrants to be puniched accozding to the Laws already in fore: And that all Conſtables within this 
City and Liberties thereof and other Officers employed, o2 to be employed, by the ſaid Commiſſioners oꝛ any 
Seven oz moze of them (who (hall have power and are hereby authoꝛized and directed to employ ſuch perſons accoꝛ⸗ 
dingly) andall Yarſhals and their Yen and Warders are to take ſpecial care to pꝛevent the ſaid Offences and to appꝛe⸗ 
hend all ſuch Offenders; And in caſe the ſaid Marchals oz their Men 02 Warders ſhall be negligent in doing their 
— it (hall be lawful fo2 the Lozd Maioꝛ fo2 the time being and his Succelloꝛs, upon due p2oof of ſuch

t , to amove ſuch Barſhals and their Pen, and other inferiour Warders, and others to put in their

And further be it Enafed by the Authozity afozeſaid, That no Street-Car oꝛ Bꝛewers Dzay ſhall from and after 
the Tenth dap of December next enſuing , be dzawn with moze than one Hozfe Within this City oz Liberties 
thereof, unleſs in {uch caſe only where the Load cannot be divided, and that the Weight thereof chall require 
moze than one Hozſe foꝛ the Dꝛaught thereof, and in caſe alſo of dzawing up any the Hills from Thames-ftreer, 
and up Holborn-Hill, upon the penalty of Ten ſhillings by the Owner of ſuch Car 02 Dꝛap which (all break this 
Law, fo2 the firſt Offence, Twenty chillings fo2 the ſecond Offence , and Thirty ſhillings fo2 the third and every 
other Dfences, and that the lupernumerary Hozſe and Hozſes ſhall and may be ſeizcd and impounded by the Officers 
appointed to take care of the betoze-mentioned Offences, o2 any of them, o2 by ſuch Officer o2 Officers as are oꝛ ſhall 
be appointed by the Pzeſident, Treaſurer, and Governours of Chriſts Hoſpital foz the time being fo2 taking care of 
Cars and Car-men until the laid penalty be paid. : | | 

And be it further Enaffed, That all Cars, Wagons, Dꝛaps, and other Carriages during all the time of 
their Loading and Anloading within the Streets of this City and Liberties thereof, unleſs befoze Six of the 
clock in the Bozning, and akter Eight of the clock in the Evening, from Lady Day to Michaelmas , and befoze 
Eight in the Bozning; and after Sir in the Evening from Michaelmas to Lady Day, (hall ſtand ſide⸗waies the 
long way of the Street, and not croſs the ſame, that ſo 1 may fafely go between the Houſes and Car- 
riages (Except foꝛ ſuch Goods. and Commodities as are not poztable) And that no Dꝛap upon any occafton what- 
foever , ſhall from hencekoꝛth ſtand in any Street oz Pallage within this City oꝛ Liberties thereo?, but where a 
Coach 02 other Dꝛay may paſs by ſuch Cart 02 Dzay ſo ſtanding: No2 hall ſtand any longer time than foz- 
Loading 02 Unloading , oz other caſe of abſolute Neceſſity : And that if any perſon oz perſons ſhall cauſe his 
oz their Car oz Carriages to be ſet otherwiſe in Loading o2 Unloading, he and they ſhall fozfeit thzee ſhillings 
four pence fo2 every ſuch Offence; and upon the penalty that every Owner and Owners ok every Dꝛap ſtanding 
contrary to this Act (hall fozfeit thꝛee ſhillings four pence foz every Offence, and the Hozſe and Dꝛay (hall be impounded 
by any the Officers afozeſaid, till Þayment thereof. | 

And be it further Enaffed by the Authozity afozeſaid, That from and after the ſaid Tenth day of December 
next enſuing, all the Dung, Soil, Filth, Seacoal-Aſhes,. and other Dirt, as well from all the Streets, Lanes, and Paſ- 
ſages, as krom all the Houſes of the Inhabitants within this City and Liberties thereof, chall be carried away by 
ſuch perſons 02 their Servants, Who are at pꝛeſent oꝛ that ſhall oꝛ may from time to time hereafter be permitted oꝛ 
allowed to wo2k. any Car 02 Cars within this City oz Liberties thereof, by the ſaid Pzeſident, Treaſurer, and So⸗ 


*vernours of Chriſts Hoſpital , in ſuch Manner and Method , and koꝛ ſuch conſideration as by the ſaid Tommiſſi- 
oners oꝛ any Seven 92 moze of them, and the Fellowſhip of Car-men, hall from time to time be agreed upon; and 
in caſe the ſaid Commillioners and Fellowſhip cannot oz ſhall not agree foz o2 touching the carrying away the Soil 
as afo2eſaid: That then and in ſuch caſe, it (hall and may be lawful to and koꝛ the ſaid Pzeſident, Treaſurer, and 
Governours of Chriſts Hoſpital, and they are hereby required, and impowered, upon Certificate from the laid Com- 
miſlioners, to Licenſe ſuch number of Cars as the ſaid Commiſſioners oz any Seven 02 moze of them ſhall think 
fit, t no exceeding Eighty over and above the Four hundzed and twenty Licenſed by fozmer As of Common Coun- 
cil, Which laid Cars axe to be diſpoſed of by the ſaid Commiſſioners fo2 the better carrying on their wozks, and are here- 
by inabled to do ſuch other wozk as other Street-Cars do 02 may do, and the Owner and Owners thereof Gall in all 
points (excepting fo2 carrying df Soil and other wozks to be done by ©2der of the laid Commiſſioners ) be under 
the Regulation of the ſaid Pꝛeſident, Treaſurer, and Governours , as other Street-Cars , and ſhall pay ſuch Rent 
as by the ſaid Pzeſident, Treaſurer, and Sovernours with the ſaid Commillioners oꝛ any Seven oꝛ moze of them (hall 
be adjudged fit and reaſonable, not exceeding Seventeen ſhillings four pence per annum _— : | 
And it is Enaied by the Authozity afozeſaid; That one Act of Common Council bearing date the One and 
Twentieth day of June, 1665. touching the Oꝛdering and Diſpoſing of Cars, and all and every the Clauſes therein 
contained, be put in due and effeitual Execution by the ſaid Pzeſideut, Treaſurer, and Governours, and that the ſaid

And it is Enaffed, That all Pains, Penalties, and Foꝛfeitures in and by this At befoze limited and appointed, in

Olfen doꝛs befoze-hand made foꝛ 5 appearance befoze the laid Commiſſioners concerning peut thereof, chall 
and may be recovered by Aﬀion ok Debt, Bill, oz Infozmation, in the name of the Chamberlain of this City foz the 
time being, in his Bajeſties Court holden befoze the Baioz and Aldermen of the ſaid City in the Chamber of the 
Guildhall of the City of London, wherein no Efſoin 02 Wager of Law ſhall be admitted oꝛ allowed fo2 the Defendant, 
and after recovery thereof, one third part ſhall be to the Pꝛoſecutoz, and the other two parts and reſidue thereof 
(after all charges out of the ſaid two parts deduffed) to the Pooz of Chriſts Hoſpical in London, to be employed foz 
and towards their Belief; In all which Suits to be bzought by this Ai, the Chamberlain (hall recover his oꝛdi⸗ 
nary Coſts and Charges, to be expended in and fo2 recovery of all ſuch Fozfeitures 1 the Offender oꝛ Df- 
fenders; and in caſe the ſame Pains, Penalties, and Fozfeitures (hall be paid to the laid Commiſſioners oz any
